"Cooperative packing plants have 


not been successful in 
Wisconsin 


and have cause dfarmers, in many 
instances, considerable expense. 


"Cooperation can succeed 
only 


when it is well managed and well 
financed, and it should be organ- 
ized by the farmers themselves and 
not by outside promoters. An im- 
portant thing to take into consid- 
eration is that not every line of 
farming business lends itself equal- 
ly well to cooperation. 
Creameries 


have been very successful 
where 


packing enterprises 
have 
failed. 


Packing plants must compete with 
centralized packing companies, who 
handle their business -on a large 
scale. 


"Cooperation 
in 
agriculture 


should start in those lines where 
there is little competition from cen- 
t^alized monopolies. 
When_ coop- 


eration has developed and mistakes 
and failures shown what there is to 
guard against, the fanners will be 
able to undertake their enterprises 
on a large scale."
